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The Marching of Uncle Jim.

From the tiny porch on the cottage 
clinging to the hillside Uncle Jim 
could look far up and down the val- 
ley. It was a bit of a house, little and 
old and gray, stuck like a lichen on 
the weatherbeaten face of the granite 
mountain.

He looked across the valley toward 
a larger house, trim and white, with 
a trim white fence round it. By the 
gateway on that late spring evening 
stood a girl. Before the half-closed 
opening a young man leaned toward 
her. The distance was considerable, 
but with a keen eye that for four- 
score years had seen the goings and 
comings of youths and maidens, and 
with a keen old brain that supplied 
the detail the eye might uot trace, 
Uncle Jim could read the picture. 

The girl was slender, of medium 
height, fair and pallid; shadows of 
melancholy lnrked in her downcast 
eyes. The man who bent toward 
her was older, though he was still 
young. He was powerfully limbed 
and had the frame of an athlete. 
His head was massive: his features 
were strong and dark, not harsh but 
kindly where a hint of sternness 
might have been looked for. It was 
the face of a strong but silent man, 
a steadfast friend, a merciful foe. 

The girl turned slowly and walked 
toward the house. Her head was 
"till lowered; she seemed sad and 
hot once did she look back. The 
man watched her for a moment ; then 
he too turned. His head also was 
slightly bowed, but his shoulders 
were square. His departure sug- 
gested neither retreat nor victory. 
The old man saw in the young man's 
bearing resignation, endless patience 
and courage 

Uncle Jim sighed. "Dave ain't 
farin' very well," he said below his 
breath. "Utile Jim, he'd be sorry. 
Where he is they don't mind — what 
folks sometimes think they would." 

He fell silent for a little while. 
"I'll be marchin' pretty soon. And I 
won't like to tell little Jim they ain't 
happy." Again he was silent. 
" Lord," he said at last, " you show 
me how to fix things!" 

Years ago— to Uncle Jim it was 
yesterday — two little boys had play- 
ed round his door. They were not 
his children, for Uncle Jim then — he 
had put away the drum that had rat- 
tled from Bull Run to Appomattox - 
she was not there to greet him Quite 
•imply he had stayed alone and wait- 
ed through the years. The boys were 
his niece's. He had taken the or- 
phans at her deathbed. 

In Uncle Jim, Dave and little Jim 
bad had father and mother. No one 
else had fed them, washed them, 
hound their little bruises, watched 
all night by their beds when they 
suffered with childish ills, smoothed 
with endless patience their childish 
altercations. The trio had been in- 
Separable, Uncle Jim and Dave and 
Utile Jim. 

Little Jim had been the village 
favorite, a blue-eyed laughing 
youngster, a merry scapegrace, a 
brilliant pupil as far as his village 
schooling went, a gay companion. 
Dave, who was 1he older, the darker, 
the graver and the quieter, watched 
over little Jim with vigilant love and 
endless care; iu times of stress he 
was his brother's rescuer; i" gayer 
moments he was his willing slave. 

Little Jim was made of music; big 
Dave had not a note. Prom the days 
of kilts Uncle Jim had drilled his 
namesake with bugle, fife and drum. 
One Memorial Day, clad in a tiny 
blue copy of his uncle's well-worn 
uniform, little Jim had trudged by 
the veteran's side in the annual 
parade when the town did honor to 
the army dead. The old drum had 
rattled at the head of the procession, 
and stridently the fife of little Jim 
had carried the old marching tunes. 
That was the day of days for Uncle 
Jim and little Jim and Dave— the bit 



of drama that crowned the quiet 
year. 

Time had passed and with it child- 
hood. When the call came for a 
greater war than Uncle Jim had ever 
known, little Jim had been among 
the first to enroll. Below his name 
Dave had written his. As years ago 
the village had turned out for the 
marching of old Jim and his long- 
dead comrades, so now it watched 
the boys that the new crisis had call- 
ed to march away. In the edge of 
the crowd, white- faced yet calm, as 
women in like times have been since 
world began, watched the girl — Elsie 
Hay ward— on whose finger the night 
before little Jim had placed a slender 
circle with a single stone. 

Months passed, and letters came, 
especially from little Jim. The old 
man on the hillside read them by the 
hour, tracing with grave misgiving 
the outcome of this unheard-of war 
from which fife and drum were bar- 
red A brave story the letters of 
little Jim told, a story scarce hinted 
at in the laconic, rarer notes of Dave. 
Jim overseas was somehow stiil a 
private; Dave, close beside him as 
much as possible, was first sergeant. 
All the village except Uncle Jim 
wondered aud drew inference unfav- 
orable to the powers that guided that 
misled army. 

The outcome, it seemed, justified 
the village wonder. At the end of it 
all Dave returned, thinner, graver, 
more silent than ever and with black 
depths iu his haunting eyes. With 
himhebiought a medal; it was Jim's. 
The elder brother gave it to the girl 
who wore Jim's ring; the soil of 
France held Jim. 

Spring came again As in past 
years the little procession moved to 
the village burying ground. At the 
head of it, silent, straight, alone in 
his faded blue, marched Uncle Jim ; 
though the hands that rattled the 
drum trembled, they beat true. Be- 
hind came the boys of yesterday 
and the children with garlands like 
for the old moss grown gravestones 
and the clean white shaft that stood 
for little Jim. Back in the siletrt 
throng a pale girl watched in silent 
mourning for the brave young 
figure that was missing. 

The year passed on. In the 
autumn they laid the body of little 
Jim beneath the white shaft. Three 
cast flowers into the open grave — 
Uncle Jim In Union blue, big, silent 
Dave with gold of wounds on his 
khaki sleeve, and the pallid slender 
Elsie, whose faith little Jim had 
claimed. The three left the grave 
together. Big Dave and Uncle Jim 
walked home with the girl, then 
together turned to the little house 
on the hillside. Dave, silent always, 
seemed that afternoon more silent 
than ever. With loving shrewdness 
Uncle Jim watched the boy, but did 
not speak.

"I lay out to 
go to such meetln' — while thegoin's 
good." 

In the G. A. R. hall at Meadow- 
ville a scant gray company had as- 
sembled. The presidlug officer in- 
troduced a tall man in the olive 
drab. " Colonel Hamlin is going to 
tell us a few stories about this last 
fuss we've been in. 

At the end of the meeting a hand 
plucked the elbow of the Colonel, 
who turned and faced a very small 
but amazingly bright-eyed veteran 
who was looking up at him. 

"Colonel," said Uncle Jim, "I 
ain't been introduced, but I'm Jim 
Huutresfbf Hillbrook. I'm the only 
G. A. R. man that's left there, and 
folks look to me to get a speaker for 
our Memorial Day exercises. We'd 
be proud if you'd honor ua." 

"It is I who will be honored," 
said Colonel Hamlin. 

"I thank ye. And as a special 
favor to me I wish ye'd wind up the 
speakin' with that last story you 
told." 

Memorial Day dawned clear and 
bright. Uucle Jim from his hillside 
porch looked down at the outdoor 
platform erected for the speaker and 
the guests of the day. The old blue 
uniform was brushed and creased, 
and the well-worn drum lay ready. 
Dave iu his khaki came from within. 
" Ready, Uncle Jim ?" 

The old man seated himself in the 
wicker chair that in all weathers 
stayed on the porch. " I don't 



know, Davy, boy," he said slowly. 
" I'm old and tired. I can see it all 
from here. I'm thlnkin' I'll just 
stay here." 

" Why, Uncle Jim! " The march- 
ing of Uncle Jim on Memorial Day 
was a custom not to be lightly 
broken. " Everybody will miss you. 
Let me get a car — " 

Uncle Jim shook his head positive- 
ly. "I ain't rode in no cars Me- 
morial Day yet, and I ain't beginnin' 
at my age. Mebbe I'll feel better 
by and by and go down. Dave, boy. 
I hate to ask it, but I'd like to have 
you stay with me a spell." 

"Sure I'll stay," said Dave, anx- 
iety written large on his face. 
" The doctor— " 

" No," said Uucle Jim " I don't 
want no doctors. But you might get 
that boy." 

" That boy" was a neighbor's son, 
a child whom little Jim had loved. 
In the weeks past the old man had 
fitted to him little Jim's childhood 
uniform and had spent laborious 
hours teaching him the old marching 
tunes on fife and drum. Uncle Jim 
beckoned the little fellow to the arm 
of his chair, and the three waited 
The open air seats below gradually 
filled ; the boys iu khaki marched to 
the platform ; distant music sounded. 
After the minister had made a pray- 
er the tall colonel came forward and 
began to speak. 

" I wonder whom they've got ?" 
said Dave. 

The old man made no answer; his 
eyes were fixed on the distant plat- 
form. Presently he rose. " I feel 
right rested now," he said. " Let's 
go. We'll head the procession yet!" 



On the platform the speaker had 
almost finished. He was neither 
eloquent nor polished, but he had 
spoken from a full heart aud had 
held his audience. 

" And now from these heroes of 
an earlier day we turn with a meed 
of devotion to those, boys still, who 
served us yesterday. Their devo- 
tion was rare and great. Their 
training aud talents differed. They 
ciune from peaceful farms aud clang- 
ing machine shops. They came 
from labor and from school. Some 
brought the high talent of leader- 
ship. Some could only follow. 
Some inspired. Some needed in 
spiration. Yet In the last final mo- 
ment they all met their test like men 

' ' Let me tell you of two brothers. 
I knew them in training and in 
battle. I know not whence they 
came. Their names would mean 
nothing here. One, a private, was 
a singer of songs He was a joyful 
lad. His mates loved him. He 
lessened the hardships of the march- 
es. The other, a sergeaut, was of 
silent mould. No song passed his 
lips. Men turned to him for instruc- 
tion aud leadership. 

"The younger boy was no cow- 
ard, but he loved life. Under fire 
he trembled, but he did not flinch. 
The older was his inspiration ; he 
led him on. When the young lad 
faltered the older brother encourag- 
ed ; his was the dominant spirit. 

"One morning after an advance 
their company lost contact with the 
rear outfits. It was absolutely 
necessary to send back word of their 
exact position — and do it quick 1 
The enemy's fire was behind them. 
A hidden machine gun at the right, 
which they tried iu vain to silence, 
swept away five men who tried to 
get through. The company com- 
mander called on the younger bro- 
ther. It seemed certain death. The 
boy shrank back. 

" 'I will go, sir,' said the other. 
' I'll take an automatic rifle and 
clean out that nest — in fifteen min- 
utes maybe.' 

" 'Then I'll go,' said his brother. 

" The older brother started off to 
the right. His mission was more 
hazardous than merely trying to get 
through to the rear. 

" At the end of twenty minutes the 
machine gun was silent, and the 
young lad crept forth. In his eyes 
was faith— faith in his stronger bro- 
ther. But the danger still was great, 
for there was heavy shelling. The 
boy reached battalion headquarters 
and" delivered the message. Shortly 
afterward a piece of shrapnel struck 
him ; he died instantly. 

" The older brother, single-hand- 
ed and desperately wounded, had sil- 
enced the nest and had made it pos- 
sible for the other to get through. 
Who can say how many lives the 
older boy saved ? 

"They were cited, the older with 



great distinction. Both had done 
their duty — one nobly as was his 
nature, one in the shield and inspira- 
tion of the other. Somewhere the 
older boy yet lives. His face to him 
who reads with visiou must ever be 
the face of heroism. Each one at- 
tained unto the full stature of a 
man. They were Americans!" 

Almost unnoticed, the sound of 
martial music had been approach- 
ing. Side by side down the road a 
strange trio came marching — a little 
old drummer in army blue, a blue- 
clad boy with shrill fife taking up 
the lilting old marching tune and a 
tall straight man iu khaki. 

The speaker paused. The au- 
dience faced about in silence. The 
pause lengthened. 

"Friends," — the colonel's voice 
was low,—" I had not realized 
before that I was speaking of native 
sous of Hillbrook!" 

The last garland had been placed 
on honored graves, and the tribute 
of musketry had died away. Bare- 
headed in the evening breeze, Uncle 
Jim took the bugle from the boy with 
the silent fife. The notes of taps 
sounded and died clearly on the 
evening air. 

Along the valley road iu the dusk 
a young man aud a young woman 
walking side by side. Uncle Jim 
had watched them go and was 
content 

*H)ave," said the girl at last, I 
loved Jim, but what I, without know- 
ing loved best iu him— was you in 
Jim reflected!''

Death of Mrs. Mary J. Kessler. 

After a lingering illness attribut- 
able to cancer, Mrs. Mary J. Kess- 
ler, wife of Charles W. Kessler, of 
Miami, Florida, p issed away at the 
Riverview Hospital in Miami on the 
night of Saturday, March 24th, 1923, 
at ten o'clock.

Twice each year at Fanwood, on 
November 19th ( Founders' Day), 
and on the third Tuesday of May 
( Members' Day), the Schoolboy 
Cadets give public exhibition of 
their accomplishments in the 
" School of the soldier." 

The words "public «xhibition" 
are used advisedly ; for they mean 
that invitations are liberally distri- 
buted, but there is no special news- 
paper advertising to bring hordes of 
people to overrun the quadrangle on 
which the exercises are held. 

Almost every boy above the kin 
dergarten is enrolled in tbe battalion 
of three companies that constitute 
the deservedly famous Fanwood 
Battalion of Deaf Cadets. 

There is also a Band and Field 
Music corps of deaf boys that renders 
selections, military and otherwise. 
This Band has a quite extensive re- 
pertoire, and its renditions are said 
to equal those given by military band 
organizations of tbe hearing. The 
Fanwood musicians number about 
forty, and every one of them is prac- 
tically deaf. Except in one or two 
instances their ears are impervious 
to ordinary sounds, and even in these 
exceptions the latent sense of hear- 
ing is so Insignificant, so uncertain, 
that it has little value as a reliable 
guide. Nevertheless the excellent 
music rendered by this band invaria- 
bly calls forth expressions of aston- 
isment mingled with incredulity con- 
cerning the deafness of its members. 
The Cadets of the Battalion have 
long been recognized as the best 
among the Military schools of the 
City and State of New York. They 
have won the first award in every 
contest. During the past few years 
they have not been allowed to parti- 
cipate in any competition with other 
cadet organizations, on account of 
their conceded superiority. There- 
fore, when Military tournaments 
were held, comprising as a part of the 
program a competition between cadet 
organizations, the Fanwood Cadets 
have been requested to give only an 
exhibition drill. Wishing to present 
something more interesting than 
the severe routine of the regular 
Military evolutions, the "Silent 
Drill" was originated, and is now a 
feature which elicits the wonder and 
admiration of spectators on Fan- 
wood's special days. 
On Tuesday, May 15th, we wit- 



were given, between seventy and 
eighty would be required. 

It gave us quite a thrill to see the 
perfect soldierly licaring and the 
unison of action by this company of 
deaf cadets. They went through all 
the manoeuvres in the close-order 
drill, both in company and platoon 
movements, ending with setting-up 
exercises. Our knowledge of the 
technique of the drill is very meagre. 
But we could admire the snap and 
swing into the different marching 
formations, the company alignment 
while in motion, the dexterity and 
skill in throwing the guns to the 
correct angle, the unified precision of 
step and stride, and the perfect pause 
and continuation as the drill 
progressed. It all seemed to indicate 
a disciplined mentality and a cheer- 
ful pride in doing the right thing at 
the right time — and doing it well. 

No one can deny tliat military in- 
struction to deaf schoolboys has a 
wholesome influence upon the forma- 
tion and stability of character. It 
has a splendid effect along the line of 
cheerful obedience to allotted and re- 
cognized tasks and duties. It gen- 
erates tbe impulse to meet require- 
ments and overcome difficulties with 
an even-minded determination. It 
gives each individual a sense of pride 
in manly bearing. It strengthens 
their powers of concentration. 
Above all, it plants and propagates 
the seed of loyalty in every heart.

We have received a number of 
letters inquiring the outcome of our 
efforts to remove the drastic restric- 
tion against deaf operators of motor 
vehicles in Pennsylvania that we 
feel i* will do no harm to give out 
some advance information at this 
time. Constant activity and uu- 
broken vigilance on our part has so 
far been successful. The Adminis- 
tration Motor Bill, which contains 
the provision for deal drivers aud 
which was sponsored by the High- 
way Department at our suggestion, 
has passed second reading, in the 
Legislature and will come up again 
for third reading during the coming 
week. We are now more than half 
way '« out of the woods" aud there 
is every indication that the entire 
Motor Bill will go through and carry 
I he deaf along with it. 

The expenses for oarrying on this 
battle have been more than we an- 
ticipated at the outset. Bat it is a 
pleasure lo state that the sum of 
1 125. 50 has been contributed by 
the more optimistic deaf of Penn- 
sylvania, whom we will class as 
"good sports," willing to take a 
chance 011 the success of tbe 
venture. However, there are others 
who might respond had they been 
approached. It is not too late yet 
to send along a contribution for the 
fund. It will be prudent to have a 
good balance left to put away, for 
1 here is no foreseeing what the 
Legislature of 1925 will do. Con- 
tributions will be published as soon 
as the matter is settled by tbe 
Legislature. All Pennsylvania deaf 
who have not contributed yet, may 
do so now and get their names on 
the " Honor Roll." It will make
